All of these figures included ina 
summary of Canadian merchandise exports for the 
years 1975 to 1977 inclusive were published by 

Statistics Canada. This is not intended to bowl you 

over but rather | make you think “SHOP 

CANADIAN” and get your money’s worth at home. 

— In Poland, sausages head the list of national 
staples, and one can’t picture a typical Polish 
family enjoying a meal of red hot Canadian 
sausages. Yet Poland purchased 19,876.401 kg of 
that product in 1976. 

In 1977 a number of sales of unusual goods were 
made to unlikely countries, us here are some of 
them: 

— Persian rugs have always been known for their 
fascinating colors and wonderful texture, yet Iran 
imported 35,167 m2 of rolled carpet from Canada 
at a value of $204,000. 

— Danish brew sold the world over — you know that 
commercial. Denmark bought $2,016,000 worth of 
Canadian beer. 

— ‘Made in Hong Kong” is one of the labels that 
nearly drowned our clothing industry before 
quotas were introduced. We sold 27,903 shirts to 
Hong Kong last year. 

— Sugar-producing Barbados purchased 112.5 kg of 
refined sugar. 
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nadian Products in Good Standing in Other Countries 


— Swiss watches and Swiss movements spell qual- 
ity — Switzerland purchased $144,000 worth of 
Canadian watches and watch parts. 

— Selling coal to Newcastle? No, just 22,025 tons 
valued at $526,000 to Britain. 

— 99,097 Christmas trees to Venezuela, worth 
$167,000 — with our season’s greetings. 

— Hold on now — Japan has bought $7,000 worth of 
Canadian cameras and parts — that country is 
really keen on quality. 

— À taste for quality — England (Scotland included) 
imported from Canada 364,149.800 | of whisky and 
954.679 | of gin. 

— We sold about 500 copies each of books by 
French, English and Canadian authors: Balzac, 
Simenon, Delly, Magalli, Maupassant, A. Christie, 
Daudet and C. Aubry. True they are Large Print — 
but it is first of all a question of quality. 

— In Cuba now the word is “have a Canadian”. That 
country imported $16,000 of Canadian cigarettes 
last year. 

— Here is a shrewd deal: Sold to USA 490,900 
pounds of bones and 4,132,300 pounds of fish 

scales. Nothing is lost but what have they 
gained? 

— 167 pairs of ice skates were sold to Malaysia and

The Role of Regional Offices 


Last year, the Department made a number of organiza- 
tional changes in order to better define areas of responsi- 
bility and to improve services to the business community. 
One of these changes was the amalgamation of the Trade 
Commissioner Service with the Regional Offices Branch 
into TCS and Field Operations. The merger was designed 
to strengthen both organizations and to improve co- 
ordination of their efforts at home and abroad. 

The upgrading of the Regional Offices which accom- 
panies these organizational changes is an important ele- 
ment in the Department’s decentralization program and 
will ensure both that ITC Headquarters is well represented 
across the country and that the regions have‘maximum 
access to the full range of the Department’s programs and 
services. 

The following describes the objectives and functions of 
the Regional Offices and an up-dated list of the Regional 
Offices is provided. 


Objectives 

Regional Offices contribute to the formation and imple- 
mentation of departmental strategy, programs, services 
and activities for the development of efficient and compe- 
titive Canadian manufacturing, processing and tourist 
industries and the expansion of exports. 


Functional Responsibilities of the Regional Offices 

1. The role of the Regional Office as a source of knowl- 
edge and advice for ITC policy formulation 
This role requires provision to headquarters of pertinent 
information for the formulation and modification of 
departmental policy and objectives including commen- 
tary on the effect of departmental strategy and policy 
on provincial perspectives and companies and industry 
sectors in the region. 

2. Functional responsibilities of the Regional Offices 
This role includes: 
(a) providing inputs into the formulation and assess- 
ment of departmental programs while providing firms 
with a regional focal point for information and guidance 
on these programs; 
(b) administering, within specified limits and estab- 
lished policies and procedures and with the assistance 
of Regional Boards, the delivery of departmental pro- 
grams to regional businesses; 
(c) recommending to Regional Boards, or to senior 
management as appropriate, acceptance or rejection of 
applications for departmental assistance; 
(d) monitoring and reporting on the progress of 
approved regional projects to ensure they are executed 
according to agreement; 
(e) promoting departmental programs and co-ordinating 
with other federal departments and agencies as well as 
with the provincial governments to ensure, to the extent 
possible, that the business community has access to 
the best assistance package jointly available from 
federal and provincial sources. 


3. The role of the Regional Office as an information centre 
for the Department 
This role includes: 

(a) ensuring that information on regional manufacturing 
and processing firms is monitored and is available to 
the appropriate unit(s) in the Department, to posts 
abroad and, as suitable, to other federal and provincial 
departments; 

(b) maintaining contact with senior level provincial 
government officials responsible for economic develop- 
ment to keep them informed of ITC policy, programs, 
services and activities; also advising Headquarters of 
any provincial initiatives in these areas; 

(c) maintaining contacts with officials of other federal 
government departments, provincial trade and industrial 
development associations, Boards of Trade and major 
companies in the region and submitting to head- 
quarters pertinent intelligence on their activities and 
concerns. 

4. The role of the Regional Office as a point of contact for 
access to ITC and other Federal Government services 
for business. 

In addition to the direct provision of ITC programs and 
services, this role includes: 

(a) providing business with information concerning 
services and assistance available from federal and, 
where appropriate, provincial departments and agencies 
and private organizations, both domestic and foreign; 
(b) assisting business to locate Canadian sources of 
products; 

(c) Organizing, in co-operation with appropriate head- 
quarters units, Seminars, workshops, and meetings to 
familiarize the business community with departmental 
programs and services; 

(d) organizing, in consultation with appropriate head- 
quarters units, missions and tours for foreign visitors, 
departmental officials, members of Canadian posts 
abroad, etc, and assisting provincial governments in 
this regard; 

(e) providing liaison and arranging appointments as re- 
quired, for businessmen and officials of the Department 
with provincial and with other regional representatives 
of federal departments or agencies.

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1978/79 Promotional Projects Reports on Trade Fairs 


Offshore Technology Conference, Houston, Texas, 

May 8-11, 1978 

Manned and unmanned submersibles, pipe and drill riser 
fairings, acoustic navigation systems, and derricks and rig 
equipment were among the most successful products 
exhibited by 21 Canadian companies at the Fourth Annual 
Offshore Technology Conference (OTD ’78). 

The Department-sponsored exhibit achieved sales total- 
ling $6 million during the show. Sales worth another $60 
million will likely be realized as a result of on-site con- 
tacts. Post-show sales already announced include a $1.5 
million contract awarded, in the face of stiff competition, 
to International Hydrodynamics Company Ltd. (HYCO) of: 
Vancouver by the U.S. National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA). HYCO will build an unmanned sub- 
mersible to help recover the booster rockets to be used in 
launching NASA’s space shuttles. 

Attendance at OTD ’78 was close to 80,000 (20 per cent 
more than last year) and included oil and gas profes- 
sionals from nearly 100 countries. There were some 1,800 
exhibitors. Canada’s was one of the 11 national exhibits. 

Canadians also contributed ten of the major technical 
papers presented at the Conference. Topics ranged from 
offshore drilling in the Beaufort Sea to a study of wave- 
induced strain on an offshore research platform. 


The Tokyo Auto Services Show, June 2-5, 1978 

The Canadian auto service equipment was exhibited for 
the fifth consecutive year under the sponsorship of the 
Canadian Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce. 
Both the exhibitors and ITC are of the opinion that it has 
been their most successful participation to date. On-site 
sales totalled approximately $1 million with 12-month 
projected sales of between $4 to $5 million. 

Exhibitors attributed their success to the advanced 
technology and high quality of their equipment as well as 
competitive prices which in many cases were found to be 
considerably below those of Japanese equipment. Other 
factors were the close relationship that has developed 
through the years with the Japanese Auto Machinery and 
Tool Manufacturers Association and the consistent efforts 
of Canadian manufacturers to penetrate the expanding 
Japanese market. 

New agents and distributors were appointed and more 
are being negotiated. 


International Shipping Exhibition at POSIDONIA, Piraeus, 
Greece, June 5-10, 1978 

The Canadian exhibit at Posidonia produced positive 
results. It was Canada’s second participation and it gener- 
ated considerable international interest in Canada’s 
marine capability among the 5,000 buyers attending this 
event. 

The nine Canadian participants offered a wide range of 
products and services: banking, naval architecture, ship- 
building, ship repairs and marine engineering services; 
equipment for oil spill detection, control and recovery, 
ancillary ship equipment such as marine controls, disc 
brakes, industrial heaters and exhaust silencers; ice- 
breaking bulk carriers and self-unloading bulk carriers. 

Estimated sales for the next 12 months are reported to 
be in the area of $26 million. Eight new agents were 
appointed with eight more still in the negotiation stage. 


INTERPACK ’78 — Fair for Machinery. Packaging Materi- 
als and Confectionery Machinery, Duesseldorf, West Ger- 
many, June 8-14, 1978. 

Sixteen Canadian manufacturers participated in this lead- 
ing international trade fair. On-site sales amounted to 
$493,000 and sales projections for the next year are esti- 
mated at $10 million. 

Selling to Europeans is not at all easy, but the European 
Community is a rich market and the fast-pace develop- 
ment in packaging technology gives medium-sized Cana- 
dian companies a chance to move quickly, “Given a good 
product,” said an ITC spokesman, ‘‘and a good price — a 
European buyer will sign orders for Canadian machinery.” 

The companies were also looking for agencies and dis- 
tributors. Some 44 agency/distributorships were estab- 
lished on-site and 62 are under negotiation. 

Attendance at INTERPACK ’78 was close to 129,000 of 
whom 44 per cent came from 86 foreign countries. The 
packaging fair is held every three years and is sponsored 
by Nord Westdeutsche Ausstellungs Gesellschaft GmbH 
— NOWEA for short. 


Argentina’s 29th International Livestock and Agricultural 
Exhibition, June 17 - July 9, 1978 

It was the first time that Canada was officially represented 
at this fair, which has been termed an outstanding 
success. The fair is held every two years on permanent 
exhibition grounds at Palermo, a suburb of Buenos Aires. 
It draws a large attendance of breeders and buyers from 
Argentina and other South American countries as well as 
the general public. 

The representatives from Canada were on site for the 
duration of the exhibition: seven from national or provin- 
cial breed associations, two from semen exporting firms, 
two from embryo transplant firms and one from a major 
sales and shipping company. 

The independent representatives of B.C.’s All Breeds Ex- 
port Association, Alberta’s Hereford Association, Saskat- 
chewan’s Livestock Association and G. Stephenson, repre- 
senting the Canadian Western Agribition were heartily 
welcome at Canada’s pavilion. 

All the Canadian representatives expressed their satis- 
faction at being on site at this major event and their 
appreciation of the benefits derived from personal con- 
tacts established in Argentina. The consensus is that 
Canada’s participation will undoubtedly lead to further 
expansion of mutually profitable trade between the two 
countries. This was particularly evident in the areas of 
semen and embryo transfer technologies where Canada’s 
more advanced research programs and rate of success are 
well recognized the world over. A number of sales of 
semen and frozen embryos of Angus, Hereford, Shorthorn 
and Holstein were concluded with local individual 
breeders. 

Livestock judging event — a popular attraction: 
Although no animals were entered by Canadians, an over- 
whelming percentage of the animals shown at the exhibi- 
tion came from Canadian breed. Representatives of Cana- 
dian breed associations were particularly gratified by the 
substantial number of their animals receiving awards — a 
recognition of Canadian high quality products.

Africa 

Senegal, Mali, Upper Volta, Niger and Benin wili benefit 
from transmission facilities under contract to ELINCA 
Communications Limited of Ottawa, for the Pan-African 
telecommunications network (PANAFTEL). 

CIDA is providing $23 million in grant funds for comple- 
tion of this large-scale project costing approximately $150 
million. PANAFTEL is designed to improve communica- 
tions among African countries by setting up a continental 
radio-relay telecommunications system. 

More than half the $23 million will be spent on equip- 
ment manufactured in Canada. The remainder will be for 
installation, engineering, administration and transportation 
costs as well as the cost of support for the construction 
teams. The project is expected to be completed in 1980. 


Asia 

Canada will make available, through CIDA, up to $80 mil- 
lion to help Pakistan increase its hydroelectric power 
generating capacity and to provide a line of credit for the 
purchase of Canadian manufactured goods. The whole 
sum includes three development loans. The largest pro- 
vides $40 million for the purchase of four 175 megawatt 
Canadian generating units for the Tarbela Dam on the 
Indus River. A second loan of up to $10 million will cover 
Canada’s contribution to an international fund to meet the 
unexpected cost of repairs and operational modifications 
to the dam. This loan, without tie, will help cover local 
costs in Pakistan. 

The third loan, a $30 million development line of credit, 
will allow Pakistan to purchase $10 million of Canadian 
equipment, spare parts and services in the next three 
years. The line of credit is designed to help strengthen 
Pakistan’s industrial transport, energy, and other priority 
sectors. 


A British Columbia Firm Wins 
Czech contract 


Simons-Tecsult Ltd., a Vancouver-based engineering firm, 
has won a $400-million contract from the government of 
Czechoslovakia to build a pulp and paper mill in 
Ruzemberok, Slovakia, one of the two republics which 
make up Czechoslovakia. 

The award comes after a three-year period of studies 
resulting in a victory for Simons-Tecsult over bidders from 
France, Austria and the Montréal-based engineering firm 
of Canadian International Project Managers Ltd., a subsidi- 
ary of SNC. 

However, more delays are expected as the 
Czechoslovakian decision process is slower than in 
market economy countries. 


COSTPRO — Canadian

Procedures 
Standardization in Trade Document 


In his Annual Report COSTPRO’s Executive Director, 
Robert Milne, highlighted last year’s activities mentioning 
successful lobbying of U.S. Customs to accept a standard 
aligned Special Customs Invoice. This breakthrough led to 
the creation of a ‘‘single typing” system of documents for 
export to the United States. Derived from the Canadian 
Trade Document Alignment System, it is completely com- 
patible with the United Nations Layout Key for trade docu- 
ments, and can result in 50 per cent savings in document 
preparation for Canadian exporters trading with the United 
States. 

COSTPRO has set itself an ambitious program for 
1978-79 including: standardization of trucking bills of 
lading, documentation instruction sessions for shippers, 
and a test/demonstration program of an automated sys- 
tem for ‘‘paperless” trading. 

COSTPRO’s new “‘self help” manual for standardized 
documents is a comprehensive book designed to meet all 
the known problems a potential user might encounter in 
implementing the Canadian Trade Document Alignment 
System.

Changes in Indian Import 
Policies 


India has announced a complete overhaul of the country’s 
import procedures. The new import policy, replacing the 
30 year old import controls and regulations, will result in 
much simplified procedures. It is expected that the 
requirements for import licences will drop by two-thirds to 
about 100,000 in 1978-79, while the time required to issue 
a licence will be reduced by the establishment of regional 
licensing offices. The number of goods which can only be 
imported by state trading companies has been reduced 
from 162 to 65 items.

World Development Report 1978 — Produced under the 
direction of Ernest Stern and D.C. Rao 

The World Bank published the World Development Report, 
1978 (121 pp.), is the first of a series of annual reports by 
World Bank staff on the progress and prospects of the 
developing countries. With its statistical appendix, “World 
Development Indicators’, the Report deals with some of 
the major development issues and problems and explores 
the underlying trends in the international economy. The 
economic difficulties of the industrialized countries and 
the prevailing atmosphere of uncertainty about the growth 
of international trade and the future movements of capital 
suggest that it will be more difficult for the developing 
countries to expand their economies in the coming decade 
that it has been in the past 25 years. 

The report notes that the measures that policy makers 
in developing countries can implement effectively are 
influenced by conditions in the world economy, most im- 
portantly by the markets for their exports. They include 
the restrictive new quotas introduced as part of the newly 
negotiated Multifiber Arrangement, new limits on imports 
of footwear and electronics products by industrialized 
countries.

Canada would have to achieve an average annual rate of 
economic growth of at least 5.5 per cent over a five year 
period in order to approach conditions of full employment 
of capital and labour resources, according to a study 
released July 19, 1978 by the Conference Board in Canada. 

In the bulletin Canada’s Capital Spending Requirements: 
Alternatives for the Future, Charles A. Barrett examines the 
impact of a number of different paths which an eventual 
economic recovery might follow on employment growth, 
capital investment requirements and patterns of savings in 
the economy. The results of this study clearly highlight 
the difficulties facing the Canadian economy in generating 
the demand required to achieve this output growth.

program for staff of the Directorate of Public Works; 
construction of four ferry boats; technical assistance and 
fellowships to strengthen: the Directorate of Public Works; 
transport planning in the Directorate of Transport; 
operations of the trucking industry; study to prepare a 
rural roads project; completing of the improvement 
program for cotton feeder roads, started under the Second 
Highway Project.

Total Cost of Project: $397.1 million. Bank loan: $88 
million. 

Project Description: To double the water supply in Manila, 
in line with the Philippine Government’s plans for a water 
supply investment program throughout the country. 

a) Construction of a dam, aqueduct, treatment plant, 
reservoirs, pumping stations, and pipelines; and technical 
assistance for project implementation and institutional 
development; b) construction of a distribution network and 
deep wells; acquisition and installation of water meters, 
equipment, tools, and vehicles; construction of a training 
school; and technical assistance for project implementa- 
tion and staff development; c) preparation of feasibility 
studies and detailed designs for water supply projects in 
provincial cities and rural areas. 

Procurement Procedures: Equipment and supplies for part 
b) of the project (about $106 million) will be procured on 
the basis of international competitive bidding in accord- 
ance with Bank guidelines. Qualified local manufacturers 
will be given preference limited to 15 per cent of c.i.f.

Project Description: One of several irrigation projects 
aimed at increasing food production. The major compo- 
nents of the proposed project are the construction of an 
earth dam and its appurtenant works on the Saigon River; 
the construction of a gravity irrigation system for about 
42,000-ha of currently rainfed land, including an adequate 
drainage network, inspection and access roads and two 
low-lift pumping stations; hiring experts for the dam 
review panel; training of construction engineers and heavy 
equipment operators and maintenance personnel; procure- 
ment of vehicles, equipment, and construction materials 
and supplies; and preparation of a comprehensive program 
for agricultural supporting services. 

Procurement Procedures: All equipment, materials and 
supplies to be financed by the credit will be procured 
following international competitive bidding in accordance 
with World Bank guidelines. All imported equipment, 
materials and supplies will be delivered through the port 
at Ho Chi MinH City. Spare parts will be procured through 
prudent shopping procedures or through Mage tase 
purchase from suppliers of equipment.

Yugoslavia: Irrigation (Bank News Release No. 79/7

Executing Agency: Pelogonija Water Economy Enterprise, 
(Vodostopanstvo), Str. ‘““Prilepska’ BB, Bitola, Macedonia, 
Yugoslavia, Cable: VODOSTOPANSTVO, Str, ‘“PRILEPSKA”’

Total Cost: $188.8 million. Bank Financing: $82 million. 
Project Description: Irrigation project in the Srezevo region 
of the Pelagonija plain, the largest single arable area in 
Macedonia. It will increase crop production, raise produc- 
tivity and farm incomes and create employment in an area 
where unemployment and emigration are among the 
highest in Yugoslavia. The project is designed to provide 
for the construction of a) the Strezevo dam on the Semica 
River with a storage capacity of 112 Mms; b) a 62 km 
alimentation canal tapping seven streams from Baba 
Mountains; c) a 45 km main canal for delivering irrigation 
water; d) a gravity-fed sprinkler irrigation network; 

e) surface drains; f) maintenance and administration 
buildings; g) access roads; h) pipeline for the thermal plant 
from intake site; i) bulk supply for domestic and industrial 
consumption. 

Procurement Procedures: Contracts for civil works and 
equipment financed under the Bank loan will be grouped 
into 10 contracts. Of these, 5 contracts totalling about 
$152.2 million will be tendered for international compe- 
titive bidding (ICB). Due to the competitiveness of the 
Yugoslav contracting industry, 4 ICB contracts are likely 
to be won by Yugoslav firms, with only the major equip- 
ment contract for sprinkler irrigation equipment likely to 
be won by foreign suppliers. In assessment of the bids, 
Yugoslav manufacturers will receive a preference of 15 per 
cent or applicable duties, whichever is the lesser. 
Consultants: Vodostopanstvo will retain foreign consultant 
to review final design of the pipe network and assist in 
preparing tenders. It will also engage consultants whose 
qualifications, experience and terms of employment are 
satisfactory to the Bank to carry out irrigation feasibility 
studies for three possible future irrigation projects. 
Estimated Completion Date: 1981.

Spar Telecommunications 
Systems for Africa 


Spar Aerospace Products Ltd., Toronto, an independent 
Canadian public company, has announced that its Spar 
Technology Division, Ste-Anne-de-Bellevue, Quebec, has 
recently been awarded contracts totalling more than $22 
million for the supply of two telecommunications systems 
in Africa. 

The largest contract, valued at approximately $17 mil- 
lion, was awarded by the Republic of Ghana’s Transporta- 
tion & Communications Commission for an earth station 
(and associated systems) to link Ghana with the rest of 
the world by means of the Intelsat communications 
satellite. 

The other contract, for a microwave relay system for the 
West Panafrican Telecommunications Project, is valued at 
$5.6 million. Countries in the West Panafrican group com- 
prise Benin, Niger, Mali, Senegal and Upper Volta. 

Equipment for both projects will be designed and manu- 
factured in Ste-Anne-de-Bellevue, and the Division will also 
supply on-site engineering and program management. 


Mexico 


The Ministry of Commerce has eliminated an addi- 
tional 579 items from the requirement of obtaining a 
prior import licence, effective July 4, 1978. The list 
of products includes various chemicals, dyes and 
colours, essential oils, synthetic resins, paper, syn- 
thetic fibres, machinery and electrical apparatus, 
motor vehicle parts, precision instruments and 
apparatus. 

Of the 571 products still subject to import licens- 
ing controls, 62 will be in effect until December 31, 
1978 and the remaining 509 until December 1979.
